Chairman McDuffie said the contro- 
versial legislation, which calls for 
sweeping changes throughout the gov- 
ernment, would be presented to the 
house next W = for considera- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, the economy drive struck | 
a snag in the house over the naval. ap- 
propriation bill. A provision empow- 
ering the president to close shore sta- 
tions was eliminated and proposals to 
reduce pay of naval aviators and sub- 
marine officers were stricken out. 

At the White House, President Hoo- 
ver signed the sharply cut 1933 supply 
bill for the interior department, carry- 
ing $45,398,760. Ina statement he ex- 
pressed the hope congress would grant 
some flexibility in the use of the funds 
and authority for his furlough plan of 
employment to enable the administra- 


tion to effect economies “with less in- 
terruption to the public service’ and 
without such serious hardship on num- 
bers of employes.”

These 
are no longer considered as valid 
points by the state department. 


The depression has accentuated 
the demand for recognition of Russia. 
The United States formerly got the 
greatest portion of her trade. Now 
other countries, particularly Ger- 
many, are forging ahead. 


Leading American businessmen 
long have sought recognition as a 
means of smoothing out the path of 
commerce. Among the most recent 
advocates of recognition is Robert P. 
Lamont Jr., son of the secretary of 
commerce, who is thoroughly familiar 
with Russia. 

Some of the other views of members 
of congress on recognition of Russia 
gathered by the United Press follow: 

Senator Norris: “We are deliber- 
ately killing trade and destroying in- 
ternational relations with one of the 
world’s biggest countries to our own 
disadvantage and distress.” 

Senator Nye: “Aside from tlie fact 
that we are losing millions in the sale 
of our goods to this greatest aud most 
dynamic world market is the danger 
that we shall thereby cause Russia to 
dump her products in order to get 
cash.” 

Senator Dill: “It, is ridiculous to 
try to trade with Russia without 
recognition. It would be easier to 
control propaganda with recognition.” 

Senator Shipstead: “I've always 
favored recognition. We recognized | 
the czar’s government. I'm more afraid 
of some of the propaganda in our

In line of succession next 
comes the president pro tempore of 
the state senate and the se¢retary of 
state.

Miss Grosjean steps into the gover- 
nor’s office as the first woman that 
has ever served as governor of Louis- 
iana because this state now has no 
recognized lieutenant governor and no 
president pro tempore of the senate. 

Mr. King advanced to the governor- 
ship to succeed Long after Long had 
vacated the office and had taken the 
United States senate oath in Wash- 
ington.

Health Talks | 


“BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


WHO NEEDS A PERIODIC 
HEALTH EXAMINATIONS? 

Now and again a fellow gets a bit 
balled up in this.job of instructing 
and advising all and sundry about 
health, happiness and the pursuit of 
what have you: Say there are seven 
hundred, er, clients, followers, suck- 
ers waiting in the anteroom. Well, 
by the time you finish off correspond- 
ent No. 239 you begin to grow a trifle 
bored and yeur thoughts wander 
over onto the bowling green and first 
thing you know you are answering 
some fool question with consideration 
only for the corgespondent’s happiness 
and none at all for the general wel- 
fare. That won’t do at all. In this 
job the general welfare must always 

kept in mind. For instance, I 
answered a query one day by saying 
in my opinion it is fine for a girl's 
health to go in swimming whenever 
and wherever she can enjoy a swim. 
A little later I came in for a severe 
censure because I failed to warn the 
general public about the danger of 
swimming in polluted water. 

Recently I have made a similar er- 
ror in giving advice about routine 
medical, health or physical examina- 
tions of school children. In va- 
rious communities the health authori- 
ties are endeavoring to carry on a 
general examination of all school 
children for evidences of tuberculosis. 

I have been urging parents to co- 
operate with this endeavor of the 
health authorities and to believe the 
child who is so examined is fortunate. 

But after all, the method is too 
costly to carry on in this universal 
fashion. It costs real money to make 
X-ray negatives of the chest and to 
interpret them. It costs too much to 
apply the skin test to all the children 
in a given school or class, when per- 
haps only two or three out of several 
hundred have any active tuberculosis. 

So I now apologize to the public 
for my attitude in reference to these 
tuberculin tests. I believe such exam- 
inations should be reserved for chil- 
dren who are evidently below stand- 
ard for their age and class in physical 
development and robustness. The cost 
of the examination should be borne 
by the child’s parents, not by the 
c-™munity. 

Likewise I think all so-called pe- 
riodie health examinations are silly 
and extravagant. I myself would not 
pay out good money for any such ex- 
amination unless ] believed or feared 
my health was not quite up to par, 
As long as you are perfectly confi- 
dent your health is absolutely sound 
never mind a periodic examination, un- 
less you’re anxious to show the doctor 
what fine shape you have.

“Instead of examining the facts 
from the case which vindicate Mooney 
and Billings,” said the defense report, 
“the statement signed by Matt Sulli- 
van (Rolph’s advisor and author of 
the opinion), deliberately ignores the 
facts which prove them to be inno- 
cent. 

“The defense committee is organiz- 
ing a campaign which will continue 
to raise, on a larger scale than ever, 
the demand for the unconditional par- 
don of Mooney. We remain in this 
fight until Mooney walks out of San 
Quentin prison a free man.”

Attention Is Called 
To Work of Blind 
By Mrs. Schwab 


Mrs.- Robert Schwab, . publicity 
chairman of the Georgia. Association 
of Workers of the Blind, calls par- 
ticular attention to the display of the 
work of the blind in the following 
article: 

“The blind of Atlanta send you this 
message: “Buy our products.and strike 
us off of your charity list.’”’ They have 
a great ambition to become self sup- 
porting, and to accomplish this end 
they have here in your city a factory 
known as the Community Shop. It is 
modern in equipment and is conducted 
exclusively by the~ blind . themselves. 
Their products are not varied, due to 
their great handicap and at the pres- 
ent time they are manufacturing main- 
ly brooms and hand-loomed rag rugs.

Writes Letter in Which 
He Says He Is at Party’s 
Command. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—() 
Alfred E. Smith makes a direct ap- 
| peal for preferential votes in the 
 icaiionais primary of next Tues- 
day in a letter received today by 
Thomas A. Logue, chairman of the 
democratic city committee. 
| “[ hope that the voters in the 
Pennsylvania primary will express 
their preference,” the 192S standard- 
bearer wrote, “and I will, of course, 
be gratified if I again’ receive the ex- 
pression of their confidence which 
they so fully accorded me in 1928.” 

The letter was made public as 
James A. Farle, democratic state 
chairman of New York, arrived to con- 
fer with supporters of Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, 

Smith's letter follows, part: 

“Dear Mr. Logue: . | hope that 
you will make clear to— my friends in 
Philadelphia without any misunder- 
‘standing that I am ready to do what- 
'ever the democratic national conven- 
| tion asks of me. If they decide that 
, they want me to lead, I will make 
the fight. .. 

“You call to my attention that it

UNCLE SAM WARNS 
AGAINST ALARM 
OVER TERMITES 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—(4)—A 
warning to home-owners against “un- 
scrupulous agents” selling termite, or 
white ant, treatments has been issued 
by the agriculture department. 

Home-owhers, the department said, 
beware of overdrawn and 

reports of injury to build- 
ings by termites. Reports to the bu- 
rean of entomology, the department 
said, indicate that some termite-con- 
trol operators, overemphasizing the 
real injury that termites are likely to 
do, are obtaining hundreds of thon- 
sands of dollars from home-owners 
and are rendering little or no effec- 
tive service in return. 

These operators were said to be es- 
pecially active in the south, southwest 
and on the Pavifie coast. In these 
areas many cities have amended their 
building codes as advocated by thw 
bureau of entomology and now require 
adequate safeguards against termites 
new construction. 

The bureau said that conditions in 
the south and west regarding termite 
the same 
now as in the last 50 or 100 years. 
Records show that the collapse of 

building because of termite damage is 
so rare as to be negligible risk. 

Home-owners were advised not to 
Acce pL new or easy methods of eradi- 
cating the termites such as fumiga- 
tion or spray, spraying of woodwork 
in places or soil poisoning. 

The only effective remedy, the de- 
partment said, is to provide termite- 
proof materials for foundations such 
as concrete or stone, and using, where 
necessary, mechanical barriers. Where 

to use wood near the 
the department advised im- 
the wood and foundation 
timbers by one of the standard chem- 
_ical wood preservatives.

OF LIQUOR ADVOCATED 


Claudius Huston Asks Sales 
Be Placed in Hands of 
Physicians. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—(/)— 
Placing regulation of liquor sales in 
the hands of physicians was advocated 
today by Claudius H. Huston, of 
Tennessee, former chairman of the re- 
publican national committee. 

He said this could be accomplish- 
ed by “the mere change of a few ad- 
ministration regulations and an 
amendment to the Volstead act per- 
mitting the manufacture of beer for 
medicinal purposes and _ liberalizing 
doctors’ permits.” 

He expressed a belief that the phy- 
sicians would “gladly lend their aid 
to improving present conditions if ap- 
pealed to from the standpoint of pub- 
lic duty.” 

An immediate contradiction of this 
view came, however, from Dr. W. C. 
Woodward in Chicago, who said the 


‘physicians of American are not inter- 


ested in becoming the nation’s “bar- 
tenders.” 

Huston said “honest drys must nec- 
essarily admit that the present liquor 
conditions in this country are very 
deplorable.” 

“Honest wets,” he added, “. . . must 
admit that they do not possess suf- 
ficient strength to repeal cxisting 
sumptuary laws by substituting some- 
thing concrete and specific to take 
their place...”
